raise revenue by taxing tho corpora-
tions, business interests and transfers
of tho property of a decedent, aro
advising that the Income tax bn re-

jected and that tho old sources bo
tapped. Tho ordinary citizen, they
aro contending, will voto ngalnst any
party rcsporslblo for piling upon tho
Federal Income tax, Imposed for wur
purposes, a similar State tux de
signed only for revenue producing
purposes.

If times were normal, when the
Federal Incomo tax would bo compar
atively small, resentment of a State
Incomo tax, nrguo tho legislative,
bosses, would not In all probability bo
carried to tho noils.

FOR NEW ROCKE I:

GOES UP 70 MILES

Self Propelled Machine In-

vented by College Man-R- eady

as Armistice Came.

Dr. I'oobert II. Gooddnrd, Professor
ot l'hyslcs at Oluik College, acting
under the patronage of the United
States War Department, tho Smith
sonian Institution. Claik I'nlvcrs.ty
and Worcester Polytechnic Institute,
has Invented a new rocket that Is re
ported to be a terrible engine of war,
with an altitudo rango of 70 miles
straight up in the air and a distance
range of at least 200 miles.

The rocket, In tho opinion of scien
tists who have investigated Its work
ings, Is the most efficient ever de- -
vloped. It is claimed the list known
rocket In use has nn efficiency
of less than U per cent., whllo the
Gnddnrd rocket has an rfllcinlcy of
63 icr cent. "

The rocket has been dovcloped In
n special laboiatory at Worcester
Tech, and the signing of the unnts-tic- o

prevented Its bolng put to actual
use against the Germans, as all the
local tests had been completed. These
teste, made by models,' showed that a
rocket wolghlng thirty pounds,
equipped with the Cinddurd system of
propulsion, could be sent Into the air
far above the curth's atmosphere.

Tho tioddiird rocket Is propelled by
a perfected gas engine Installed In

the lower part of the shell. The ex-

plosions thnt generate tho power
coming from rortildges that aro fed
Into the chamber by a clook-llk- o time
device. Tile range of (ho tocket Is
llmlti d only hy the amount of pro-

pelling cartridges It could lio lilted to
cai ry.
